HOUSE WAS UNOCCUPIED WHEN BURNED 


A farm house belonging to Wesley 


P Norris and situated on the old Wil- 
iam Brosius 
farm at 
Montgomery 


was totally destroyed by a fire last 
night which 
was 
first 
discovered 


about 10 o'clock, entailing a loss to 
Mr. Norris of $2,000 with no insur- 
ance. 


The iflre, which was undoubtedly the 


work of an incendiary, had 
gained 


such headway by the time it was dis- 
covered by neighbors that no attempt 
was made to save the building, the 
f«w people present 
devoting 
their 


time and attention to saving the ad- 
joining outbuildings. 


The work was undoubtedly that of 


a secret enemy of Mr. Norris, as this 
wan the second attempt within three 
months to burn the building, as it 
will be remembered that 
on 
June 


2flth, while the house was occupied, a 
determined effort was made to burn 
it. 
At that time 
the incendiary 


took a quantity . of waste from the 
journal box of a freight car at the B., 
R. & P. station and locating it at 
three different points about the build- 
ing set fire to it. 
The fumes from 


the burning waste wakened the in- 
mates of the house and the fire dis- 
covered and the dastardly attempt 
frustrated. 


Since that time the occupants mov- 


ed out, fearing a repetition of the at- 
tempt to burn, and for some time the 
house had been unoccupied. 


The fire bug entered the house this 


time and planted his fire in the room 
farthest from the road, with the idea 
in mind that by the time the flames 
were seen by neighbors or passersby 
the fire would be beyond control. 


Mr. Norris has an idea as to who 


the perpetrator of the deed is and at 
the proper time will offer a reward 
for his apprehension and a determin- 
ed effort will be made to bring the 
guilty party to justice.

Inviting them to be Present at the 
Hearing and Give First Hand Infor- 
mation to Board. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—(Spe- 


cial)—A hearing of great importance 
to the farmers and farm organisa- 
tions of Pennsylvania will be held at 
Harrisburg on October 17th by the 
Federal Farm Loan board. 


This hearing is. for the purpose of 


getting 
information 
to 
guide the 


board in determining the boundares 
of the twelve Federal Land Bank dis- 
tricts into which the country is to be 
divided for the administration of the 
nuw rural credits law, known as the 
Federal Farm Loan act. The session 
will be held in the federal building at 
Ilarrisburg. 


The members of tho Federal Farm 


Loan board who will conduct this 
ht-armg- are Hon. William G. McAdoo, 
secretary of the treasury, George W. 
Norris, farm loan commissioner, Her- 
bert Quick, Captain W. S. A. Smith, 
and Charles E. Lobdcll. 


The board has issued an invitation 


to all farmers and farm organizations 
of Pennsylvania to attend this hear- 
ing to get information about the ope- 
ration of the Farm Loan act, and to 
furnish the board with information 
about the farm 
loan needs of 
the 


state. It has also asked 
interested 


cities to present their claims for the 
location of one of the twelve Federal 
lund banks. 


Farmers will be asked to give in- 


formation regarding the 
prevailing 


rates of interest on first 
mortgage 


loans; the difficulty of getting exten- 
sions; the rate of commissions charg- 
ed; the development of farms as af- 
ftetcd by credit; farm tenantry as af- 
fected by the ability of tenants to 
borrow; and any other fact that will 
give the board an understanding of 
the faim needs of the state. 


The new Federal Farm 
Loan act 


provides a way for the 
farmer or 


prospective farmer lo borrow money 
on long time mortgages at 
actual 


cost. 
The government provides the 


machinery for assembling capital to 
be loaned to farm owners or pros- 
pective farm owners 
The loans may 


run up to 50 per cent, of the value of 
the land use as security and 20 per 
cent, of the value of the 
improve- 


ments. The loans will be made at a 
low rate of interest not yet deter- 
mined, but it will be less than 6 per 


f cent. 
Provision is made for the bor- 


rower to pay off the debt, interest and 
principal through periods of from five 
to forty years, at his own option. 


The legislation is expected to prove 


a great boom to those sections of the 
country where farm 
developments 


has been retarded because of high in- 
terest rates, and it is predicted that it 
will tend to make agricultural pros- 
perity permanent and uniform, stabi- 
lize and equalize interest rates, and 
greatly improve the condition of the 
farmer. 


The nation-wide interest in the pro- 


visions of the bill is indicated by the 
fact that more than 100,000 inquiries 
have come to the Treasury depart- 
ment for information about it. Sec- 
retary 
McAdoo 
predicts that the 


banks will be established and ready 
to make loans early in 1917.

At that time 
the incendiary 


took a quantity . of waste from the

R. & P. station and locating it at 
three different points about the build- 
ing set fire to it.

Invitations are Sent out to Farmers 


Inviting them to be Present at the 
Hearing and Give First Hand Infor- 
mation to Board. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.—(Spe- 


cial)—A hearing of great importance 
to the farmers and farm organisa- 
tions of Pennsylvania will be held at 
Harrisburg on October 17th by the 
Federal Farm Loan board. 


This hearing is. for the purpose of 


getting 
information 
to 
guide the 


board in determining the boundares 
of the twelve Federal Land Bank dis- 
tricts into which the country is to be 
divided for the administration of the 
nuw rural credits law, known as the 
Federal Farm Loan act. The session 
will be held in the federal building at 
Ilarrisburg. 


The members of tho Federal Farm 


Loan board who will conduct this 
ht-armg- are Hon. William G. McAdoo, 
secretary of the treasury, George W. 
Norris, farm loan commissioner, Her- 
bert Quick, Captain W. S. A. Smith, 
and Charles E. Lobdcll. 


The board has issued an invitation 


to all farmers and farm organizations 
of Pennsylvania to attend this hear- 
ing to get information about the ope- 
ration of the Farm Loan act, and to 
furnish the board with information 
about the farm 
loan needs of 
the 


state. It has also asked 
interested 


cities to present their claims for the 
location of one of the twelve Federal 
lund banks. 


Farmers will be asked to give in- 


formation regarding the 
prevailing 


rates of interest on first 
mortgage 


loans; the difficulty of getting exten- 
sions; the rate of commissions charg- 
ed; the development of farms as af- 
ftetcd by credit; farm tenantry as af- 
fected by the ability of tenants to 
borrow; and any other fact that will 
give the board an understanding of 
the faim needs of the state. 


The new Federal Farm 
Loan act 


provides a way for the 
farmer or 


prospective farmer lo borrow money 
on long time mortgages at 
actual 


cost. 
The government provides the 


machinery for assembling capital to 
be loaned to farm owners or pros- 
pective farm owners 
The loans may 


run up to 50 per cent, of the value of 
the land use as security and 20 per 
cent, of the value of the 
improve- 


ments. The loans will be made at a 
low rate of interest not yet deter- 
mined, but it will be less than 6 per 


f cent. 
Provision is made for the bor- 


rower to pay off the debt, interest and 
principal through periods of from five 
to forty years, at his own option. 


The legislation is expected to prove 


a great boom to those sections of the 
country where farm 
developments 


has been retarded because of high in- 
terest rates, and it is predicted that it 
will tend to make agricultural pros- 
perity permanent and uniform, stabi- 
lize and equalize interest rates, and 
greatly improve the condition of the 
farmer. 


The nation-wide interest in the pro- 


visions of the bill is indicated by the 
fact that more than 100,000 inquiries 
have come to the Treasury depart- 
ment for information about it. Sec- 
retary 
McAdoo 
predicts that the 


banks will be established and ready 
to make loans early in 1917.
